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Centre to choose director; 
Corps, to consult informally

The Centre for Regulated In- 
dustry has been approved, but 
the corporations and McGill 
University have agreed upon 
annual informal consultations 
to supervise spending, Stanley 
Shapiro, Dean of Management 
said last week. 

Procedures have also begun 
for the appointment of adirector 
to be chosen from a list of 
candidates that includes mostly 
academics and a few persons 
with government posts or re- 
search posts in industries. 

"The position will be a pure 
academic-research post," said 
Shapiro, who has sent out 
twenty letters to political appli- 
cants. 

The Centre for Regulated In- 
dustry was conceived to study 
industries in which government 
sets rate schedules or otherwise 
intervenes In the public interest. 

The proposed Centre became 
controversial last year at McGill 
when the Dally reported that the 
administration had accepted 
$700,000 from three corpora- 
tions without going through the 
proper academic channels. 

Because of well-voiced dis- 
approval, the Centre was 
reviewed and a new proposal, 
put forth last spring by A. Asi- 
makopulos, Chairman of the 
Department of Economics, was 
put forward. 

Last September, the Faculty 
of Graduate Studies Committee 
met and approved Asimakopu- 
los' proposal and the proper 
academic channels were then 
taken. "The Centre was a 
venture cut off in youth, and 
replaced with a venture which 
may not be wonderful, but is 
now respectable," commented 
Jack Weldon, professor of 
economics. 



Before a decisive meeting last 
December the funding was to be 
on an annual basis and the 
corporations were to review the 
Centre periodically. 

Now, the corporations have 
agreed to the new proposal, 
which asks for a five year 
payment with no corporate 
interference. "They have agreed 
unconditionally and unquali- 
fiedly. We will get the payments 
hands-off," said Stanley Sha- 
piro, Dean of Management. 

Yet, he said there was some 
concern from the corporations 
about their complete isolation 
from the Centre, which is why 
informal consultations were 
developed between the two. 

Shapiro said these informal 
meetings will be restricted to 
one kind of review. As with the 
National Science Council at 
McGill, the corporations will be 
allowed to see "that the money 
has been spent and is not lying 
around in someone else's 
pocket" he said. 

These informal consultations 
will have one representative 
each from Bell Canada and 
Canadian Pacific. Shapiro said 
that the representatives will 
have academic credentials, 
both having taught in the field of 
economics at the university 
level. 

Now that the Centre has been 
approved, plans to establish the 
structure of the Centre are going 
ahead, beginning with the 
selection of a director. 

A half dozen replies for the 
position have been received and 
the committee will meet in early 
February to discuss the appli- 
cants. 

The individual Will be judged 
by the committee and the 
department involved whether it 
be law, political science, 



economics or whatever, Shapiro 
said. "The Graduate Faculty 
executive is Involved in the 
decision. Senate might be 
involved, but only if the 
proposed director Is at the full 
professorship level," he said. 

The director will not be a real 
scientist. The Centre is not 
concerned with technology, for 
instance how to launch a 
satellite," Shapiro said. 

Asked whether any women 
were involved in the race for the 
directorship, Shapiro replied 
that they wrote to one excellent 
woman candidate who is head 
of economic research with Bell 
in New Jersey but that she 
declined. 

The committee would préféra 
Canadian. "The preference for 
Canada is not out of national 
interest, but the laws concern- 
ing regulated industry are 
different in Canada than in the 
United States," according to 
Shapiro. 

Late last November, McGill, 
in conjunction with Carleton 
University ran a conference on 
regulated industry. The purpose 
was to discuss research topics 
and ways the Centre might be 
run. It was a "Noah's Ark of 
academics", Shapiro said. Next 
November, there will be another 
meeting but this time with the 
regulators and the regulated. 

Thedirectorwill ultimately be 
responsible for research at the 
Centre. "It will be his baby. 
However, he will have to 
suggest his research plans to 
the Graduate Faculty Advisory 
Committee," he said. 

Research will be centered on 
communications, transporta- 
tion and energy. During the 
controversy last year, the 
prospective inclusion of mil t-

A room no one owns 



The closing of the Women's 
Union is a sad event. It 
illustrates yet again the lack of 
community at McGlll and the 
difficulty in creating a com- 
munity. The Women's Union 
was, in the eyes of many, the 
sort of organization that Stu- 
dents' Society ought to be. At 
this time of great restructuring 
Its closing is even more 
discouraging for those of us 
Interested in seeing the Stu- 
dents' Society becoming an 
organization of value. 



Although the Women's Union 
Is guaranteed a grant in the 
Students' Society constitution 
as the organization specifically 
serving the needs of women at 
McGlll, last year was the first in 
several that any organization 
had been formed to. administer 
the money. One reason for this 
may be that the grant itself, a 
mere $1500, is too small to 
provide for anything beyond 
bare essentials and perhaps 
some wine and cheese. 

After a hard fight the 
founding members of the 
revived Women's Union re- 
ceived $6000-7000 from Stu- 
dents' Council. The successes 
of the first year prompted 
Council to increase the grant to . 
over $10,000 for this year. It is 
not for lack of money that 
Women's Union is closing Its 
doors. ' • 1 

Most of ihe money. was spent . 
on books. In a year and a half the 



Women's Union acquired a 
library of over six-hundred 
volumes, most of them unavail- 
able in the university libraries. 
Pursuant to the library the 
Women's Union maintained 
close ties with faculty members 
Interested in Women's Studies, 
and the Union served as a 
student lobby for the Initiation 
of a degree program in that area 
at McGlll. The possibilities for 
Women's Studies suffers a 
setback with the Women's 
Union's closing. 

Besides Women's Studies the 
Women's Union served as a 
forum In which women who 
were Interested could discuss 
their regular courses. In its 
heyday A Room of One's Own 
was a meeting place for stu- 
dents of both sexes who found 
it a unique space at McGlll: a 
quiet place where one could sit 
In comfortable surroundings, 
have a cup of coffee, and talk. 

Even sadder than the actual 
loss of services which will take 
place when the Women's Union 
shuts down, is the failure of an 
idea; the idea of students 
creating a vital force, in the 
context of extra-curricular life, 
affecting the academic life at 
university. 

• No one is more contempt- 
uous of academic life than 
students. Yet even during the 
sixties few gains were made in 
establishing lines of communi- 
cation between those who set 
académie policy and those who 



suffer through it. Many of the 
gains that were made have been 
lost over the year. The Idea has 
been expressed many times, 
even from candidates for 
Students' Society office, that 
Students' Society ought to be 
doing just that; that It ought to 
become a student lobby for 
improvements in academic 
policy. 

Student apathy is often given 
as a reason, both by student 
sympathizers and student an- 
tagonizes, why this is not the 
case. Given the number of 
students at McGlll this Is hard 
to believe. An organized group 
of two hundred could probably 
redo McGlll from top to bottom, 
and there must be a couple 
thousand at least who would 
like to. By and large, students 
are too busy doing their school- 
work to examine why they are 
doing it. 

The Women's Union, closed 
because of a lack of staff, might 
have served as a model for an 
effective student lobby. If it 
could have remained open for 
longer hours, if more people 
had been around so that greater 
organizational work could have 
been done, if... The amount of 
work accomplished in one and a 
half years by a handful of '■ 
individuals Is cause for en- 
couragement that should out- , 
weight the discouragement at ' 
its closing. 

Those people who will serve 
on the Restructuring Commit- • 

Mud on the facts 
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tee ought to give much thought 
to ways in which to use 
Students' Society's resources 
for the forces of good rather 
than the forces of silliness. To 
reiterate a suggestion made 
shortly after last Fall's Com- 
munity Festival — the univer- 



sity ought to stop all regular 
business for a few days each 
term so everyone who cares can 
talk about what they do. At the 
very least, those who are 
apathetic about Winter Carnival 
deserve equal time.

Dylan in the magic land of Mozambique

Bob Dylan, the elusive jester, the 
enigmatic jack of hearts, the spokesper- 
son for an entire generation, has made 
music that has wooed many fans away 
from the complacency of their turntables 
on out into the streets of protest. 

Most recently, he singlehandedly 
sang Hurricane Carter into the headlines 
as the people who maintain the New 
Jersey judicial process were simply 
overwhelmed by the power of his lyrics, 
the gripping minor chords and the 
incredible rim shots of the drum solo. 

Not satisfied with the role of the 
ordinary, run-of-the-mill rock genius, 
Dylan has contributed funds to political 
causes and has posed for pictures with 
political candidates. Rumour now has it 
that he has even gone so far as to read 
the newspaper. 

But what few Dylan-watchers realize 
is that the most revolutionary work of 
Dylan's yet to be unveiled appears on his 
most recent album, Desires. The song, 
Mozambique, deals very subtly with 
Dylan's experience as an underground 
guerrilla in the Mozambique war of 
independence, a period of Dylan's life 
that has received little coverage in the 
press. 

As a Dally exclusive, we are proud to

LISBON (CUP) — One of the 
major casualties of Portugal's 
recent sharp turn to the right is 
the workers' controlled news- 
paper Republica. 

The Lisbon daily stopped 
publishing December 23 when 
its military-appointed director 
resigned. The resignation left 
Republica in legal-limbo, be- 
cause all Portuguese news- 
papers must have a director 
appointed by management. 

When Republica workers took 
control in July, Portugal's 
military authorities agreed to 
appoint a figurehead director, 
despite the objections of the 
paper's Socialist Party (PS) — 
oriented owners. With key 
leftists now removed from the 
military leadership, the authori- 
ties refuse to appoint a new 
director, declaring the matter a 
labour-management dispute. 
The owners now refuse to talk to 
the workers. 

Portugal's political-military 
situation changed dramatically 
November 25 in what now 
appears a well-executed coup 
by right-wing and centrist 
military leaders. Imposing a 
news blackout in Lisbon region, 
they ended a paratroop rebellion 
and moved conservative troops 
to the capital city to disarm 
local regiments — who hadn't 
joined the rebellion — but who 
had been actively assisting 
workers and poor people's 
movements for many months. 

Republica gained notoriety 
throughout North America and 
western Europe last spring 
through an international press 
campaign that distorted the 
facts of the workers' struggle 
beyond belief. 

Press agency reporters, ac- 
cepting the interpretation of the 
paper's owners without ques- 
tion, portrayed the workers' 
fight for a non-partisan daily as 
a Communist Party attempt to 
seize the paper. The 'profes- 
sional' media used the Repub- 
lica case as a significant 
example of how "Communists" 
were allegedly imposing a new 
dictatorship on the Portuguese 
people. 

But since July, Republica 
workers were publishing a paper 
frequently hostile to the Com- 
munist Party — attempting to 
present news and analysis "at 
the service of the working class 
and the rest of the exploited 
classes" — without promoting 
any political party, according to 
their editorial statutes. 

The paper emphasized news 
from grass roots popular 
organizations — workers' com- 
missions, residents' commis- 
sions, peasants' organizations, 
soldiers'groups. The journalism 
had been mediocre at times — 
especially in earlier issues, but 
was courageous and informa- 
tive, describing efforts of 
common people to better their 
lives and build a new society. 

Major decisions in Republica 
were made by the workers' 
commission, elected by the 
workers and subject to immedi- 
ate recall. Composing room 
staff and typesetters — who

publish again 




led the struggle against the 
owners — established a three- 
member political' commission 
with authority to approve all 
significant political statements 
in the paper. 

Newsroom staff were divided 
into subject areas, each with a 
coordinator -elected by. .the 
workers. All the co-ordinators 
met each morning to plan the 
first and last pages, produced 
by a general co-ordlnator. 

Before the fall of fascism here 
In April 1974 Republica was the 
voice of restrained opposition 
to the regime. Soon afterwards, 
publisher Raul Rego began 
openly favoring the Socialist 
Party in editorials, and in the 
choice and placement of news 
stories. Republica's printing 
workers didn't approve. 

In October 1974 they held 
their first large plenary, contest- 
ing the ideological line of the 
paper. They demanded an 
independent, non-partisan 
paper at the service of the 
Portuguese revolution. The 
Socialists' emphasis on wes- 
tern European-style electoral 
democracy didn't Impress the 
workers, who wanted changed 
economic relations and a more 
deeply-rooted democracy than 
merely voting every four years in 
the new Portugal. 

But with the PS gearing up for 
its long battle against the 
Communist Party and other 
leftist organizations, Republi- 
ca's publishers were in no mood 
for compromise. Some 14 
journalists quit the paper last 
winter, protesting its partisan 
approach. 

All these facts were Ignored 
by the international press in its 
hysterical campaign against 
Republica's workers. In a 
well-documented academic 
study, a Swedish journalism 
student shows how the news- 
papers in his country systemati- 



cally accepted Rego's claims 
and ignored the workers' side. 
The Swedish press was echoing 
the behaviour of news media in 
North America and the rest of 
northern Europe. 

Matters came to head when 
Rego tried to fire an administra- 
tive worker for his opposition. 
The printing workers petitioned 
against the dismissal, and on 
May 2 they prepared an Issue of 
Republica themselves. But 
Rego refused to authorize it. 
Because the mailers and clerical 
staff were not yet committed to 
the fight, the printers couldn't 
put It out. 

But by May 19 the mailers and 
clerical staff were behind the 
printers. They again tried to 
publish on their own. Thou- 
sands of PS demonstrators 
surrounded Republica's build- 
ing, throwing stones and 
threatening the workers. COP- 
CON, the now-extinct military 
security force, had to rescue 
them at 6 am, and few copies 
were distributed. COPCON 
ordered the paper closed. 

The PS demanded the military 
guarantee Rego's continued 
control. The party threatened to 
leave the government — at that 
time dominated by leftist 
military figures and the Com- 
munist Party — if it didn't 
agree. 

But by July 10 Republica's 
workers had formed solid links 
with other workers' organiza- 
tions, and declared their inten- 



tion to publish again. The 
government sided with Rego, 
but faced with widespread 
popular support for the workers, 
COPCON soldiers let them 
Inside. 

The military leadership ac- 
quiesced by appointing the 
figurehead director so the 
workers could publish legally, 
although they had prepared to 
operate without him. Only three 
journalists and one photo- 
grapher remained on the paper. 
The workers' commission hired 
about 15 new writers, mostly 
inexperienced. 

The Socialists immediately 
left the government, provoking 
a grave split in Portugal's 
military leadership. Anti- 
communist officers soon 
gained control and successfully 
demanded the formation of a 
new government last Septem- 
ber — dominated by the Social- 
ist Party. 

Meanwhile, Republica's own- 
ers quickly organized a new 
paper called "A Luta" (The 
Struggle), with financial help 
from western European social 
democratic parties. The parties 
were alarmed by events in 
Portugal as related' by the 
international press and their PS 
informants. The director of A 
Luta was one Raul Rego. 

Many distributing agents 
boycotted the- worker-control-' 
led Republica, especially out- 
side Lisbon. "The only way we 
could- keep up circulation was 
by arranging direct distribution 
in factories through workers' 
commissions and through resi- 
dents commissions," a Repub- 
lica journalist said. With many 
fluctuations, the workers 
managed to maintain a circula- 
tion of about 30,000, similar to 
Rego's figure, she said. 

And when Lisbon's state- 
owned newspapers were prohi- 
bited from publishing after 
November 25, until the govern- 
ment purged leftists from their 
staffs, Republica — privately 
owned — sold 90,000 copies as 
the only paper on the streets 
critical of Portugal's authori- 
ties. When the state papers 
returned, Republica resumed its 
30,000 circulation. 

The workers also inherited a 
debt of about $200,000, and the 
Socialist-dominated govern- 
ment refused the workers 
permission to borrow money 
from the nationalized banks. 
Furthermore, their Swedish 
newsprint supplier refused 
further credits, demanding 
payment of past debts. After

policemen when returning to his 
residence last Thursday. He said 
they hit him with their 
truncheons, slapped his face, 
and shot at him when he ran 
away. McDonald, 23, has been 
with the Sir George Williams 
student newspaper. 



negotiations, the company 
agreed to only a fragile 
arrangement. 

After November 25 COP- 
CON — and other regiments 
which had intervened on the 
side of workers and poor 
people — were dissolved. "We 
know that if we tried to bring out 
the paper without a. director 
they'd stop it," one Republica 
worker said. "Now they've got 
the guns." "It's very depressing 
that after all this long fight we 
are reduced to a question of 
legalism," another said. 

Fearing unemployment, and 
sensing the weakness of a 
badly-demoralized popular 
movement, a majority of 
Republica workers voted 
December 29 to ask back the old 
publishers, subject to guaran- 
tees against firings and in- 
fringement on the workers' 
editorial statute. But Rego 
refuses to even meet the 
workers, preferring to play a 
waiting game with the rules 
entirely stacked on his side. 

"The government says it will 
help, but they know we are los- 
ing 200,000 escudos (about 
$4000) a day by not publishing. 
The publishers know if they wait 
long enough the workers will 
leave and look for other jobs. 
They can come back and start a 
new staff," another worker said. 

The dispirited workers are 
split, with' the older printers, 
along with mailers and clerical 
staff, voting to approach the 
owners. The younger printers 
were opposed. At last report.. 
Communications Minister 
Almeida Santos, himself a 
Socialist leader, was trying to - 
act as a - mediator.* But' the 
workers aren't optimistic. 

Santos, himself, has been 
organizing a massive purge of 
anti-government Journalists 
from state-owned newspapers, 
radio and television stations 
since November 24. On Decem- 
ber 28 the Catholic Church was 
handed back control of its 
propaganda voice, Radio 
Renescensa, which had been 
occupied by its workers and 
used to promote workers and 
poor people's struggles since 
last spring. 

It is unlikely Portugal's 
communications czars will 
assist the workers of Republica 
much in their current position of 
weakness. As one Republica 
printer said, the events of 
November 25 "put us in Portugal 
right back where we started."
